Monday night the Elba City 
Council heard an alarming report on 
the near epedimic rabies incidents in 
and around Elba. Dr. Wayne 
Mancil, local veterinarian, and Lt. 
John Gargis of the Alabama Dept. of 
Conservation told council members 
that the danger of rabies in the 


eliminate as many of the potential 
rabies incidents as possible. 

The council approved a motion to 
enforce the leash law to the letter of 
the law, re-instated the use of the 
tranquilizer dart gun for hard-to- 
catch pets and indicated they would 
‘cake whatever means necessary to 


extended to cover cats. 
Councilman Sonny Inman 
initially advocated that an additional 
animal control officer be hired and if 
a dog had no tag and collar he be 
shot on sight. Later Inman modified 
this after Mayor Bob English noted 
that even though all Elba officers

Gargis explained that a trap such 
as ‘Have A Heart” traps would trap” 
small animals, both domestic and 
wild, without hurting them and then 
they could either be destroyed or 
returned to their rightful owner. He 
said his department would 


Gargis cautioned that. “If you 
get out shooting cats and dogs you 
are going to have war on your hands 
- humane society, etc.’” He also 
noted that his department wouldn't 
issue any permits to keep raccoons 
as pets during this period of 
numerous rabies cases. He further

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Trapper Hired To Catch Small Animals 


Elba Mayor Bob English 
announced late Tuesday afternoon 
that a professional trapper had been 
employed by the city to install traps 
within the city to aid in the capture of 
raccoons and stray cats. 

‘A professional trapper has been 
contracted,"’ said Mayor English, 
‘and he will use a live trap to catch 
the animals. We hope to trap a large 
number of coons and at the same 
time get rid of a lot of stray cats. All 
cats will be kept at the pound 7 days 


and an effort will be made to contact 
the owner; however, after 7 days the 
cats will be destroyed.” 

Coffee County Conservation 
Officer John Gargis stated anyone 
having questions about the safety of 
the traps could call him at 897- 
3396, and Mayor English added 
property owners would be asked to 
sign a legal release before a trap 
would be placed on their property. 

‘I contacted the State Health 
Dept. this morning,’’ said English 


Tuesday afternoon, ‘‘and state 
officiais expressed concerned about 
the 3 confirmed cases of rabies in 
Elba in the past month. We are all 
very concerned about children 
playing with strange animals, 
especially cats, and I urge all parents 
to make their children aware of 
possible dangers. If stray cats or 
wild animals are in your yard, call 
the Police Dept. and they will bring 
atrap. Don't try to catch any animal 
yourself!”’

A discussion on changing the 
animal control ordinance to include 
cats was left hanging without a clear 
decision, but the concensus of 
councilmen, Mancil and Gargis was 
that under the emergency situation 
of the day, the city could enforce the 
law on other domestic animals as 
well as dogs without a formal 
ordinance. 


The problem of garbage pick-up/ 
license surfaced after city policemen 
picked up a driver for Riley Garbage 
for picking up garbage at Little 
Beaver Apartments without a 
license. This brought out that no

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


It saddens us greatly to have to 
write this letter especially since we 
just wrote one in the August 1, 1984 
paper but in the interest of the public 
and in the best interest of our 
temporary shelter, we are going to 
shut down for reasons we are sure 
you will understand. 

You see, the question keeps 
plagueing us . . . are we really being 
humane in what we are trying to 
accomplish with homeless animals 
that we find or that other people find 
and bring to us? As we said before, 
we are trying to do the best we can 
with what little we have to work with 
Well, it happened. Someone 
dropped an un-wanted animal over 
the fence of our shelter and an a 
consequence, the animal had canine 
parvo-virus, a highly contagious 
disease which is spread from the 
feces of the sick animal. A four 
month puppy, a pet of our volunteer 
who heads our shelter, contacted 
parvo, was rushed to the 
veterinarian clinic in Ozark and there 
for four days fought for its life. For 
four days our volunteer sat vigil by 
her puppy's side praying for its’ 
recovery. Because the puppy's 
resistance was so low, he developed 
,pneumonia on top of parvo and died. 
Canine parvovirus is not only 
extremely contagious but aiso very 
hard to destroy. Infected dogs have 
to be isolated. 

Therefore, we can not, we will 
not accept any more animals at our 
shelter until the problem of parvo is 
rid of and because we just do not 
have the proper facilities to work

How do we recelve the baptism? 

To be filled with the Holy Spirit 
means a command is to be obeyed, a 
promise is to be claimed, and a gift is 
to be received. The experience is a 


- gift to be received, not a reward to 


achieve. 

While the Bible has much to say 
about the.baptism in the Holy Spirit, 
it has little to say as to how to receive 
the experience. We gain most of our 
instruction by observing what the 
disciples were told to do. 

The disciples were told to tarry, 
which literally means to ‘‘sit down” 
and to remain there for a purpose. 
They ‘‘all continued with one accord 
in prayer and supplication’’. _God 
meets those who hunger and thirst 
after Him (Matt. 5:6, Luke 1:53). The 
seeker is to ask with intense desire, 
and continually praise and bless the 
Lord (Luke 24:53, Psalm 100:4). The 
work of baptizing believers in the 
Holy Spirit is God’s work. The Bible

does not emphasize how we should 
receive, but how God will give. ‘He 
will give ... He willsend. . . He will 
pour out . . . He will baptize.”’ 

Peter exhorted his questioners to 
“repent’’ (Acts 5:32). Known sin 
must be confessed. God gives the 
Holy Spirit ‘‘to them that obey 
Him’’. Associated with repentance 
is faith. Faith is the condition on 
which God bestows all His gifts - 
Salvation, sanctification, healing, 
the gifts of the Spirit. In like 
manner, the baptism of the Spirit is 
received by faith (John 7:39). 

Finally, the seeker after the 
things of God is urged to ‘‘take’’. 
The last chapter of the Book of 
Revelation states, ‘‘And whosoever 
will, let him take of the water of life 
freely.’ (22:17) This word ‘‘take”’ is 
the same word that is translated 
‘‘received’’ in the passages relating 
to receiving the Spirit.

A decrease in the number of vital 
red blood cells in the body (or a 
change in their composition) can 
make you feel weak, out of breath 
and constantly tired. Because 
anemia can cause these symptoms, 
and may signal the presence of a 
serious disease, it's important to 
accurately diagnose this insidious 
condition as quickly as possible. 


What Is anemia? 


Every second of every day. the 


body manufactures as many as ten 
million new red blood cells. Their 
main function is to carry oxygen from 
the lungs to all the other parts of the 
body. Red blood cells contain 
Hemoglobin, an important protein 
that helps deliver oxygen to the 
tissues and given the blood its bright 
red color. When the number of red 
blood cells in the body falls signi- 
ficantly, or the amount of 
hemoglobin within those cells is 
reduced, you are said to be suffering 
from anemia. 

The most common anemia Is iron- 
deficiency anemia in which the body 
lacks proper amounts of nutrients 
necessary for the formation of

healthy red cells. The body requires 
the mineral iron to make hemoglo- 
bir: without it, the red blood cells 
shrink. turn pale and are unable to 
deliver adequate oxygen to the 
various organs of your body. As 
many as 10 percent of all teen-agers 
and one out of five women in their 
thrities and forties suffer from iron- 
deficiency anemia. It is probably the 
most common deficiency disease in 
the U.S. today. 

You need about 12 milligrams of 
iron in your diet each day to replace 
the iron normally lost in your sweat. 
urine and feces. Menstruating 
women need an additional 6 
milligrams of iron to offset blood lost 
during their periods: pregnant 
women require an additional 3-4 
milligrams a day above the average 
adult requirement to make up for the 
iron taken by their growing fetus. 
Many pregnant women suffer from 
iron-deficiency anemia, particularly 
those women whose pregnancies 
have been closely spaced. 

But any kind of blood loss can 
cause iron-deficiency anemia, since 
one-half milligram of iron is lost per 
milliliter of lost blood. Even chronic 
gastrointestinal bleeding is often 
associated with iron-deficiency 
anemia. While blood in your stools 
may not be visible, this blood loss 
can be accompanied by such 
symptoms as heartburn and upper 
abdominal pain. If symptoms last for 
more than a few days. you should 
ask your doctor to check you for 
iron-deficiency anemia. 


What are its symptoms? 


Weakness and fatigue are 
common hallmarks - the general 
signs of what people call ‘‘tired 
blood."’ Some anemia sufferers 
report that their condition also 
causes headaches, muscle cramps, 
dizziness or ringing in the ears; in 


advanced stages there may be 
difficulty in swallowing and 
menstruation ceases. 

Anemia can be caused by 


stomach irritation from too much 
aspirin or alcohol, intestinal polyps, 
ulcers, or even cancer of the stomach 
or colon. Iron-deficiency anemia 
may be the first sign of a disease and 
diagnosing it properly can improve 
the chances for cure. 


How is it treated? 


Blood tests are the only way to 
confirm the diagnosis of anemia, so 
people are encouraged to take 
advantage of the anemia screening 
offer during the month of August. 
Routine blood testing may reveal a 
developing aremia before you even 
experience ay symptoms. Certainly 
anyone who is chronically tired, has 
muscle cramps, palpitations, or 
simply doesn't feel their old self 
should arrange to be examined for 
anemia. 

If you suffer from iron-deficiency 
anemia, a prompt cure is possible as 
long as a more serious disease is not 
responsible for the condition, In 
most cases, your doctor will 
prescribe medication which should 
eliminate your symptoms within four 
to eight weeks.

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Russell Family Place Marker On 


Descendants Graves 


The Russell family marked the 
160th year their family has lived in 
Coffee County on Saturday, July 28. 
1984 and family members joined to 
place r marker on the graves of 
George W. Russell and Mary E.: 
(Polly) Hornsby Russell. A memorial 
service, the placing of flowers and a 
discussion of the family’: arrival in 
Alabama Territory initially in 1818 
and then on to the Coffee County 
area in 1824 highlighted the 
ceremonies. This service was held at 
the Mount Pleasant Primitive Baptist 
Church Cemetery in Clintonville. 
Following the ceremony, family 
members made a pilgrimage to the 
Hutchinson-Russell Family 
Cemetery on Hwy. 167. This old 
cemetery, now on private land, still 
contains many large tombs and is 
surrounded by a very old ornate wire 
fence believed to be at least 100 
years old. 

The Russell family was one of the 
earliest pioneers in this state, before 
statehood was achieved. They can 
be documented in Alabama Territory 
by 1818 and in Coffee County by 
1824. Absalom Russell Sr., patriach 
of the Russell descendants in this 
area, was born in South Carolina 
circa 1760 but was in Georgia by 
1799, living in Hancock County, 
Georgia by 1805. By 1818 he was 
captain of a militia unit protecting 
the settlers from Indians and later in 
1822 he was a colonel of another 
militia unit. By early 1824 he had 
migrated into the present day Coffee 
County area of Kinston-Ino, called 
Oldtown. In 1849-50 the elder 
Absalom, along with Absalom 
Russell Jr. moved with their families 
to the Clintonville area of Coffee 
County. Records in the Elba 
Courthouse indicate Absalom Sr.’'s 
estate was administered in February 
1851. : 

Absalom Russell Jr. was the 
father of 19 children, 8 by his first 
wife Nancy Hutchinson and 11 by his 
second wife Julia Gunter. George 
W. Russell was his 7th child. Other 
children married into the Harper, 


Peacock, Dowling, Walls, Smith, 
Johnson, Russ, Foxsworth, Kite, 
Collins, Gartwan, and Husband 
families. 


George W. Russell and Mary 
Elizabeth (Polly) Hornsby were wed 
in December of 1878. They were the 
parents of eight children; Anna who 
married Thomas Lee _ Hutto; 
Augustus James who married 
Jemmie Bryson; Dora who married 
Jesse V. Wise, Sr.; Rufus who 
married Missouri Sawyer; Mace who 
married Florence Byrd Smith; Ora 
who married Peyton Lightner; Obe 
who married Cora Rudd and Lucy 
who married John Sawyer. 

Polly Hornsby's family arrived 
first in America in 1735 from Linceln- 
shire, England. The Hornsbys 
moved on down into the Carolinas 
and Georgia and can be documented 
in the DeKalb area of Georgia by 
1826, By 1840 they were living in 
Harris County, GA and by 1835 in 
Tallapossa County, Alapama, By 
1850 they were in Coffee County. 
Polly's parents were Leonard and 
Angeline Hornsby. Their children’s 
names were: Sophronia, James, 
Polly, Moses, Leonard, Arnold and 
Angeline. By 1870 Angeline 
Hornsby was dead and Leonard had 
married Mary Summerlin. Their 
children were: Dan, Hardy, Earnest, 
Jennie, Nancy Jane and Martha 
Elizabeth Narcissus

Corn, Oats Loan Rates Announced 


The loan and purchase rate for 
Coffee County's 1984 corn crop is 
$2.72 per bushel, down 11 cents per 
bushel from the 1983 rate, according 
to Robert English, Chairperson of 
the Coffee County ASC Committee. 

The 1984 oats rate is $1.44 per 
bushel, 5 cents less than last year’s 
rate. 

According to English, the rates 
are based on national loan and 
purchase rates of $2.55 per bushel 
for corn and $1.31 per bushel for 
oats. ‘The rate may vary from 
county to county to.eflect production 


and utilization patterns and 
historical prices received by 
farmers,”"’ he said. However, the 


rates are the same in all Alabama 
counties. The schedule of premiums 
and discounts is unchanged from 


1983. 

The county's corn loan rate is for 
corn grading No. 2 or better. The 
oats loan rate is for oats grading No. 
3 or better. 

rrice support loan programs are 
administered by ASCS. The loans 
provide operating capital and allows 
farmers to hold their crop off the 
market and benefits from price 
increases that often come after 
harvest. English said although the 
program does not guarantee partici- 
pating farmers a profit, it does 
guarantee a minimum price.

RESTRICTED USE 

In the last few days a lot of Coffee 
County farmers have applied for 
restricted use pesticide permits. The 
permits are for a three-year period 
and need to be renewed when they 
expire. 

Several years ago the Alabama 
Legislature passed a law which 
required users of restricted use 
pesticides to obtain a permit to buy 
the materials. They designated the 
County Extension Office as the place 
to apply for the permit. Instructions 
are given on the safe use of 
pesticides. 

A farmer or person who does not 
have the permit is breaking the law 
when he buys a pesticide. The farm 
supply dealer is breaking the law 
when he sells a restricted pesticide 
to a person who does not have a 
permit. 

I you have not renewed your 
permit or if you need to get one for 
the first time, come by the County 
Extension Office in New Brockton 
and we will help you. 


WORMS 

Hundreds of Coffee County 
peanut growers have already 
sprayed once to control worms. A 
few have sprayed twice. Some of the 
fields have been sprayed 
unnecessarily. Some growers will 
check one field and find that the 
worm population is high enough to 
be sprayed. They spray this field and 
all of the rest of the fields without 
checking them. This is a good way to 
waste money. Check each field 
individually before putting out 
money for spraying. 

Several materials are re- 
commended for the corn earworm 
and fall armyworm, Orthene, 
Azodrin, and Pydrin are very good 
on the corn earworm. Lannate, 
Nudrin, Azodrin, or Orthene can also 
be used on the fall armyworm. 

If you have more than four worms 
per linear foot of row, go ahead and 
make an application. Select one of 
the least expensive recommended 
materials to apply. Be sure to follow 
directions carefully.

ARMYWORMS 

Armyworms are likely to invade 
our lawns within the next three to 
four weeks. Highly fertilized 
Bermudagrass lawns will be their top 
choice. Keep a close watch for areas 
in your lawn changing color and 
having a straw-like appearance. If 
you notice these areas, immediate 
control is necessary because army- 
worms can completely strip a lawn 
almost overnight. The armyworms 
will also be easier to control when 
you catch them at the one-half inch 
or smaller size. 

To control, use one of the 
following insecticides: Diazinon, 
Carbaryl (Sevin), or Chlorphrifos 
(Dursban), 


LARGER CAMELLIA BLOOMS 

Camellia growers can treat buds 
with gibberellic acid to force earlier, 
larger blooms. When this growth 
hormone is applied to camellia 
flower buds, growth is speeded up so 
much that blooms appear weeks 
ahead of their normal blooming time. 
By treating buds now, you can have 
flowers open long before a killing 
frost. 

Apply gibberellic acid to a growth 
bud close to the flower bud. Remove 
the growth bud and place a drop of 
gibberellic acid in the scale cup that 
remains after bud is removed, 

Gibberellic acid can be bought at 
most garden supply stores. For even 
larger flowers, thin out flower buds 
in each cluster. Leave only the 
largest one on each shoot.

Many Boating Accidents Are 
Related To Alcohol 


Until recently, alcohol abuse was 
not discussed in boating circles. But 
now boating officials recognize that 
there is a strong connection between 
alcohol abuse and boating accidents. 
Officials estimate that as many as 50 
percent of all boating accidents are 
alcohol related. 

The U.S. Coast Guard has 
conducted tests to determine how 
the fatigue of normal boating affects 
a boater operator. Factors include 
motion, vibration, and engine noise 
and the sun, wind and spray. The 
tests revealed that under normai 
conditions, with no alcohol of any 
kind involved, a boat operator 
suffers serious impairment in 
coordination and reaction time due 
to fatigue. 

The USCG's tests also showed the 
marine environment alone causes 
impaired judgement and reactions 
just as alcohol does. However, if a

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boat operator has been drinking, the 
marine environment factor 
compounds the effects of the alcohol. 
Drinking even a small amount of 
alcohol while operating a boat is 
hazardous. 

Because operating a boat while 
drinking is so hazardous, the Coast 
Guard has developed a three-fold 
plan to reduce alcohol-related 
boating accidents: 1. Development 
of a widespread educational program 
to create public awareness of the 
problem; 2. Improve the boating 
accident reporting system to identify 
alcohol related accidents, and 
3. Stricter law enforcement. 

Many states are developing laws 
with stiff penalties for drunk boaters. 
These new laws will include testing 
for blood alcohol content, implied 
consent, fines, and suspension or 
revocaiton of boat operating 
privileges

TOPIC OF THE WEEK 
We've Come A Long Ways 
BLACK AMERICANS 

Yes. my friends, we Black 
Americans have come a very long 
way. We have developed racial pride 
through the study of African heritage 
that existed in various parts of the 
world hundreds of years ago. Our 
ancestors survived the slavery of 
Colonial times which often broke up 
black families, separating children 


from their parents and husbands- 


from their wives. The abolition 
movement of the 1830's helped to 
change the status of black Americans 
by speaking out against slavery. It 
was not until 1865, when the 13th 
Amendment to the United States 
Constitution was adopted, that 
all black Americans were set free. 
Many of these people turned to 
education as a means to find a better 
life. By the end of 1870, there were 
nearly 250,000 black students in 
more than 4,000 schools, among 
these schools were Howard 
University. Hampton Institute, 
Atlanta University and Fisk 
University. 

Booker T. Washington became 
the outstanding black leader and 
educator of the late 1800's and early 
1900's. He organized a new school 
for blacks. Tuskegee Institute, in 
Tuskegee, Alabama in 1881. 

The black struggle for equality in 
the early 1900's was led by the 
NAACP. W.E.B. DuBois, helped 
form the organization in 1909, and 
directed its publication until 1934. 

Jackie Robinson became the first 
black to play modern major league 
baseball in 1947. In 1950 poet 
Gwendolyn Brooks became the first 
black to win a Pulitzer orize. 

The year 1963 marked a turning 


point in the civil rights movement. 
The climax of the civil rights 
movement came on August 28, 1963 
when more than 200,000 persons, 
including many whites, took part in a 
‘*‘March on Washington’’ in 
Washington, D.C. Martin Luther 
King, leader of this movement made 
a stirring plea for racial justice on 
national television. King said he had 
a dream that someday in the United 
States people would be judged by 
their character, rather than by the 
color of their skin. 


_Black Americans today have 
gained political clout. Since the late 
1960's and 1970’s more blacks than 
ever have held important 
government positions. In 1969 ten 
blacks were seated in the 
91st Congress. They included Repre- 
sentative Shirley Chisholm of New 
York City, the first black woman in 
Congress; Richard G. Hatcher was 
elected mayor of Garv. IN in 1968: 
Kenneth A. Gibson was elected 
Mayor of Newark, N.J. in 1970. In 
1973, Los Angeles, the nation’s third 
largest city, elected Thomas Bradley 
mayor. Bradley received almost half 
of the votes cast by white voters. In 
1976 Andrew J. Young was 
appointed U.S. Ambassador to the 
United Nations. Young was the first 
black to ever hold this position. 
Patricia Roberts Harris was 
appointed to serve as Secretary of 
Housing and Urban Development. 

On July 31, 1984, Gladys 
Yelverton of Elba, Alabama became 
the first black woman elected to a 
public office in Coffee County. 

‘Yes we've come a long way and 
weve got a long way to go still 
because we still have a lot of 
unsolved problems.

jority of the qualitsed electors

tors of the County voting at 
any election called by the gov 
erning body of the County 
under the provisions of this 
Amendment should not vote 
in favor of the issuance of the 
bonds proposed at an election 
so called. the governing body 
of the County may from time 
to time call other elections 
hereunder on the issuance of 
such bonds. but not more than 
one such election shal! be held 
during any period of twelve 
consecutive months. Any such 
election called by the govern 
ing body of the County shall 
be called. held, conducted and 
canvassed, and may be con 
tested, in the manner and 
within the time provided by 
the then existing general laws 
of Alabama pertaining to 
elections on the Tssuance of 
bonds by counties 
The bonds issued hereunder 
shall be genera! obligations of 
the County for the payment of 
the principal of and interest 
on which the full taith and 
credit of the County shall be 
irrevocably pledged. and in 
addition thereto there shall be 
irrevocably pledged for pay 
ment of the said principal and 
interest so much of the 
Special Tax as may be 
necessary to pay the said 
principal and interest at their 
respective maturities, each 
such pledge to be on a parity 
with all valid pledges of the 
Special Tax at any time here- 
tofore or hereafter made, to 
such extent as shall not im-, 
pair the cbligations of any 
then existing valid prior 
pledges 
All bonds issued under this 
Amendment may be in such 
aggregate principal amounts, 
may be in such form and de- 
nominations and of such tenor 
and maturities, may be pay 
able in such installments and 
at such time or times, not ex 
ceeding in the case of each 
such bond 30 years from its 
date. and may contain such 
provisions not inconsistent 
with this Amendment as shall 
be provided in the proceed: 
ings of the governing body of 
the County whereunder such 
bonds shall be authorized to 
be issued. Except as herein 
otherwise provided, all bonds 
issued under this Amendment 
shall be issued 1 accordance 
with, and shall be subject to, 
the provisions of the general 
laws of Alabama existing at 
the time of the issuance of 
such bonds respecting the 
sale, execution. issuance and 
redemption of bonds by coun: 
ties. The indebtedness 
evidenced by the bonds issued
